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BYLAWS- 


Section 1. There shall be elected 
annually, on the Third Monday in March; 
—by ballot, a Superintendent, Secretary 
and Treasurer, who shall hold office for 
one year, or until their successors are 
elected and qualified. 

Sec. 2. The Superintendent shall 
have full control of the management and 
handling of cattle. He shall have power 
to assign parties to the different stations 
from day to day, as he may see proper. 
He shall proclaim the camping places each 
and every evening. He shall have power 
to place parties in charge of the “Ring,” 
to see that the cattle are neld in the proper 





Sec. 3. The Superintendent shall give 
due consideration to all parties interested, 
whether branding or moving, their eat)le. 
He shall give ample time—in proportion 
to the number of stock to be handled;— 
providing they are provided with sufficient 
men and horses. He shall give ample 
time to all parties to look through for 
their cattle, but no one shall he allowed to 
ride faster than a walk while in the "ring.” 
nor shall any one press around the cattle 
so as to cause them to “mill.” 

Sec. 4. The Secretary shall keep a 
record of all proceedings of the Board, 
and shall receive all monies and nay the 
same over to the Treasurer, taking his 
receipt for the same. 

Sec. 5. The Treasurer shall pay out 
money on order of the Superintendent, 
countersigned by the Secretary, which 
order he shall hold as his voucher. 

Sec. 6. The Superintendent. Secre¬ 
tary and Treasurer shall constitute a Board 
and shall have power to settle all disputes 
of whatever nature, coming within the 
range of the Round-up; except when one 
of the Board is interested: In that case 
the members present, by vote, shall select 
a man—to act for the time being only. 
The Board shall have power to examine 






witnesses, and ttyeir decision shall be final. 

Sec. 7. The spring and fall meetings 
shall be decided on by a majority vote, at 
the regular spring and fall meetings. 

Sec. 8. The regular annual meeting 
shall be held at Riggs' Ranch on the 3rd 
Monday in March. 

Sec. 9. Any person violating any of 
the above rules, shall, on conviction, be 
debared from all privileges of the “ring," 
but, at a meeting tailed for that purpose, 
a two-tliird vote may restore him to mem¬ 
bership. Any one reporting to the Super¬ 
intendent any greviance or complaint, 
and failing to swear to the same at the 
proper time, shall be debarred all privile¬ 
ges for one year; or any one handling 
cattle for such expelled member, after his 
expulsion, shall also be expelled for one 
year, or be restored as above. 

Sec. 10. The ring shall be under the 
immediate control or the Superintendent 
or some one person that he may appoint, 
and the Superintendent shall be responsi- 
able for all the acts of the appointees. All 
subordinates sliall be named in the morn¬ 
ing by the Superintendent, that all may 
understand, and any one not present in 
the morning shall not be allowed to claim 
the privileges of the ring. Except, such 
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persons are absent on leave, which power 
is hereby granted to the Superintendent, 
when a reasonable excuse is shown by 

No. man or men shall be ttl- 
lowed to take cattle from the ring unless 
he is going to sell or drive out of the range. 
This shall not debar 1dm from taking 
cows and calves and dairy cows. 

Sec. 18. No man or men shall be al¬ 
lowed to take his cattle away until all 
have (that want to) examined them. 

Sec. 13. No one but those who have 
signed these By-Laws shall be entitled to 
membership.
